Forest Ramses in Florida. 


During a sojourn of several months in 


Florida, my attention was attracted by tho 
reckless manner in which tho magnificent 
pino forests of that young State wore 
being destroyed. In ncnrly every part 
of the State I noticed that with scarcely 
an exception, tho settlors had cleared 
fully four times as much land a.s they 
could possibly cultivate. In a few in- 
stances this had been done ut n great ex- 
pense, and tho number of acres increased 
that the price of cutting for the entire 
number might be decreased. A gentle- 
man from tho North had settled in tho 
neighborhood where I spent some weeks, 
having bought about forty acres. 
That 


he might have, as he anticipated, a pic- 
turesque view, he had hired men to cut 
down the trees in avenues about fifteen 
foot v/ide radiating Iroui his hor.se. 
When it was done ho had a view of only 
trees, and had exposed his house to tho 
hot beams of a semi-tropical sun. 


Besides what was thus purposely de- 


stroyed, nearly every year tlicinsaucls of 
acres of Florida forests are destroyed by 
fire. A few years ago, and I believe at 
this time, tho class of people known ns 
"cowboys" were allowed at n stated 
time in the year, and for a stated number 
of days, to set lire to tho dry grass 
wherever they wished, iu order that they 
might obtain tho scattered sponvs of 
young grass that would immediately 
spring up. These fires soon got beyond 
the control of tho "cowboys"—indeed, 
thosei'ellowsfclt themselves under no ob- 
ligations to confine them' within limits— 
and swept over hundreds of miles of 
country, destroying not alone millions of 
valuable trees, each one worth more than 
a single head of cattle, but thousands of 
dollars worth of the improvements of 
the emigrants. 


While traveling clowa Indian Kivpr, 


we stopped at a placo known n,s City 
Point. At the house of a widow lady, 
several hundred yards from the river, 
was tho Postoflice. This I visited and 
was told by the lady that she had 
been in the State with her family of four 
or five sons and a daughter, several years, 
and that year her groves were beginning 
to bear. They had just finished n com- 
fortable house, but had not yet moved 
everything into it. She was'happy, and 
the future looked bright to her. 
Less 


than two weeks later, on our return, as 
wo sailed up tho river and approached 
City Point, we saw two ladies—one the 
daughter of the widow, the other n, vis- 
itor—sitting in a boat, anchored out from 
the land, and both crying. The rail 
fence a few yards from the water was 
afire, and tho face of tho young man who 
was trying to save even the fence was 
terribly burned. We were told that two 
hours before a forest fire had jumped 
over a cleared space of a hundred or 
more yards, set fire to the new house, 
and. that everything was burned, and 
their orange and other groves were de- 
stroyed. Xhe widow lady was ot Sand 
Point, fifteen or twenty milea away, and 
when one of our party told her of the 
misfortune that had befallen her, she was 
almost heart broken. 


To deliberately set o fire, knowing 


what tho possible consequences inay be, 
ia certainly a crime, and Florida and 
every other State ought to enact such 
laws as will protect the people from such 
outrages, and if the State .Governments 
are from any cause unequal to the task, 
tho nation as a Government ought to 
come to thoir assistance, 
for the forest 


fires are no respecters of State lines.—

When Nupulcun scut liis engineers to 


lake thu levels across tho Isthmus of 
Siiev: in order to determine the-practica- 
bility of discing a canal through the 
saint for commercial purposes, they 
niado out that tho surface of the Gulf of 
Sue/, was thirty feet higher than the 
Mediterranean, and so the project was 
for the time given up. The blunder in 
tho survey was not discovered until 
1!-MO, when new schemes began to bo 
agitated for cutting a ship channel that 
would shorten, the voyage from Europe 
to India and tho Kast'by almost the en- 
tire distance around the continent of 
Africa. 


In 18i>i M. do Lessens formed a canal 


company and obtained a grant from tho 
Yiceroy'of Egypt for ninety-nine years. 
The scheme w'as looked upon with sus- 
picion by British engineers and British 
capitalists, and thu inception and prose- 
cution of the enterprise were largely 
due to tho French. In 1859 the work 
was begun, and ten years later tho 
Hod Sea and the Mediterranean met in 
tho Bitter Lakes. The total length of 
the canal is not far from 100 miles, 
about seventy-live miles of the course 
being formed by excavation and twenty- 


piece of meat.

Of corn-so it is 
seldom that women aro guilty of this 
unpardonable act, and those having 
the least delicacy of feeling will never 
do if. 
There is no reason why politeness 


should not bo carried to tho public ta- 
ble, nor why it should be taught only at 
the homo table. It is at the public ta- 


whero good breeding tells; and per-

Stable Management. 


Much depends upon the groom in the 


management of horses in tho stable. 
Frequently very poor grooms get con- 
trol of good horses, ami the owner suf- 
fers the loss resulting from their iricom- 
petcncy. 
It is more difficult to find a 


competent groom than it is to find an 
experienced farmer, skilled mechanic,or 
practical sailor, because there is no rule 
or mechanical standard by which to de- 
termine the groom's competency. An 
elliciunt groom will keep the "stable 
clean, and purified from tho carbonic 
acid gas generated from the lungs in 
respiration, and the ammonia escaping 
from tho excrements, so that the horses 
will not breathe these gases, which 
create disease. Ho will arrange in all 
ways for the comfort and good health 
of the animals placed in his charge; 
he will have "a place for avery thing, 
and everything in its place;" he'will be 
kind tempered, humane to his horses, 
and faithful to his employer, and will 
understand his business, and have, the 
honesty to execute the trust with fidel- 
ity, 
vigilance and economy. 


"In many stables there is a head man, 


or superintendent, who takes the re- 
sponsibility of managing tho stable. 
He feeds, or sees that the grain is prop- 
erly measured out. He keeps order, 
| oversees every 
department, 
secures 


cleanliness and vigilance in the serv- 
ants, and has the power to discharge 
help for inefficiency or bad conduct, 
which has a, powerful inlluence over 
their good behavior. He provides food, 
superintends shoeing, and attends to 
tho repairs of the stable. Ho docs 
everything that an agent can do as 
well as the principal. 


Feeding is one of the most important 


duties in the stable. Horses require to 
be fed at regular hours, and in such 
quantities as will keep the subjects in 
condition to perform tneir daily labor. 
Horses at work require about two per 
cent, of their live weight as the daily 
allowance of food. 
From sixteen to 


eighteen pounds of grain, and an equal 
weight of hay, would bo considered a 
liberal allowance for a large horse in 
full work. 
Small, or idle horses, would 


not require more than one-half of that

Russo-Turkisli war broke out in 1877 
there were fears lest Russia, taking ad- 
vantage of the fact that tho canal was 
in the territory of a Turkish dependen- 
cy, might sei/e or blockade it, but En- 
gland lost no time in declaring that the 
canal should be neutral, and in pointing 
out the fact that its unobstructed navi- 
gation was essential to every Stale in 
Europe. That necessity still exists, and 
upon Great Britain, as the power that 
can least afford to have the highway to 
India closed, falls tho burden of re- 
straining Arab! Pasha and his army to 
such an extent that they shall not have 
the ability to interfere with the canal.— 
Detroit 1'osl and Tribune. 


Simmers nt Table. 


Is there a code of proper conduct con- 


nected with one's knife and fork, one's 
spoon and glass and plate at the table? 
Is it the right thing to hold your plate 
by the two sides, as if it would run away 
unless it were tightly secured? — to play 
with your broad and crumble it all over 
tho place, when you are not eating it as 
if for dear life all through tho pauses 
between the various dishes? — to hold up 
your knife and fork in mid-air, suspend- 
ing operations while you talk to your 
neighbor, dancing your food on the 
point of the prongs till you have- fin- 
ished your remarks? Or, if you do not 
do this, then industriously endeavoring 
to do two things at once, eating while 
you talk, talking while you eat, to the 
imminent danger of accidents bettor im- 
agined than described? 
Yet many 


worthy souls and well-dressed bodies 
commit those abominations with light 
hearts and a clear conscience. 
Also 


many drink with their mouths full, as 
well as shovel in supplies on supplies 
before they have disposed of tho first or 
half-masticated the second — all of which 


work required of them. They must bo 
fed enough to supply tho natural waste 
of tho body, ami to" re-supply the sub- 
stance exhausted by the labor per- 
formed. 


It is not good policy to let work horses 


get thin. 
It costs mote to put on flesh 


than it does to keep it on. Flesh that 
becomes hardened by exercise will be 
kept up with less food, under tho same 
work, than it took to put it on. 
From 


fifteen to twenty pounds of food will 
about supply the daily consumption of 
horses, large and small. 


The English cavalry horses are fed 


ton quarts of oats and twelve pounds oi 
hay three times a day. 
The American 


cavalry horses have had the English ra- 
tions increased to thirteen or fourteen 
quarts of oats and an equal amount of 
hay three times a day. 
The hunter, in 


tho season, is allowed from sixteen to 
eighteen quarts of oats, and about eight 
pounds of hay, fed five times a day. 
The race-horse is allowed from eighteen 
to twenty quarts of oats per day, and 
nearly as much hay as tho hunter, being 
usually fed five times a day. 


Tho feet and legs of horses require 


particular attention. . It is an old say- 
ing with horsemen: " Keep the feet and 
logs iu order, ami the body will take 
care of itself." The legs are the first 
to fail. 
The horse, when brought in 


from severe, protracted exertion, shouk 
be rubbed down dry. His legs, from 
tho knees and hooks down, should be 
well hand-rubbed, so that friction will 
create insensible perspiration; that will 
tend to prevent swelled legs, stiff joints, 
contracted tendons and sprung knees. 
When the legs are fevered from over- 
driving, they should be bandaged with 
wet cloths, to take away the heat and 
prevent wind-galls, that prove eye- 
sores, and which, without diminish]]] 
his capacity for labor, materially nft'eet 
the market value of the horse.

To rotrnin from picking bones with 


onp's lingers uml not to cut with one's 
knifo are of the very elements of good 
breeding; aud tho lirst lesson taught in 
every well-conditioned household is that 
these aro table sins which nothing can 
cxcnsc. We have seen ladies at hotel 
tables hold their chicken boue or cutlet- 
shank between their dainty lingers and 
thumbs while they gnaw oil' the meat 
with their pearly teuth as neatly as 
would Fido, the lap-clog. Then thoy 
will suck their lingers one after another, 
and wipe the residue on thoir napkins, 
smiling and glorious, conscious that 
they have left no waste, nnd enjoyed to 
tho last fiber tho good things provided 
for them. 
This monotonous use of the fork and 


craven fear of the vulgarity lying in the 
spoon seems to us simple table snob- 
bery. It is a well-known axiom that I he 
fork is to be used in preference to the 
spoon when possible and convenient. 
But the people who use it always—\\'hcn 
scarcely possible and decidedly incon- 
venient—arc people 
so desperately 


afraid of not doing the right tiling that 
they do the wrong out ol fear of " Mrs. 
Grundy." 
Is it not better to use a spoon whore 


slippcrincss is an element? Some poo- 
pie hunt their ices with a fork, and oth- 
ers stick their small trident into jelly at 
the risk of seeing the whole thing slip 
oft' like a gold-colored snako. 


We sometimes sco pooplo put little 


heaps of salt on the table-cloth by the 
side of their plate, into which they dip 
rtulishes. and sometimes the edge of a, 


The slutting generally used consists of 
equal parts of clay ancl cow-dung. Moss 
or tow is a cleaner stnfling, and quite 
superior to ekiy as an antidote for 
thrush and frog diseases. It can be 
packed in dry, and wet afterward. 
It 


will leave the feet sweet, clean n 
soft, when washed out regularly with 
warm salt water. 
Stulling prevents the 


feet from becoming dry'and brittle.— 
National Live Stock Journal.

IT may no\v be said as the direct con- 


clusions of science that no poison can be 
given which •will not leave an inevitable 
proof is. the very body of the victim, 
and the latter thus becomes the most 
dangerous witness in the case. Arsenic, 
for instance, is readily identified, as may 
be learned from the ilalley trial. Strych- 
nine revenls itself in tho rigor mortis 
(as it is termed), or rigidity of the 
corpse. Prussic acid tells its tale in the 
condition ot tho blood, and hence there 
can be no concealment in such cases. 
Tho capital convictions in this country 
include cases of strychnine, arsenic and 
aconite. 


A QEBMA.N chemist has invented a 


process which is intended to render to 
woolens, cottons and cheap silks a serv- 
ice similar to that which electro-plating 
renders to common metals. 
This singu- 


lar process is thus described: Bilk 
waste, ravolings and similar valueleaa re- 
fuse aro placed in a clear solution of 
caustic soda or potash, by which they 
are rapidly dissolved. 
The solution is 


then diluted by tho addition of dis- 
tilled water—more or less, as tho "plat- 
ing " is to bo heavy or light. The cot- 
toii or linen fabrics are then placed in a 
bath of this liquid, iu which they are 
said rapidly to become coated with the 
silk, when thoy aro taken out and dried. 
This process is repeated a number ol 
times, tho bath being diluted each time. 
Finally the goods are left for two hours 
in a strong bath of sulphuric acid, in 
which they are kept iu constant motion, 
after which they aro thoroughly rinsed 
in water, pressed hot, beaten and 
stretched, to bring out tho luster aud 
gloss, just as all-silk goods aro said to 
be treated. By this process it is claimed 
that not only cotton and woolen, but— 
what is apparently much more likely— 
dull, lusterloss, low-priced silks, can be 
treated with a solution of better and 
more lustrous silk, and bo rendered 
scarcely distinguishable from the best 
goods. 
The precipitated silk is said to 


adhere firmly.

tnreon tlip years of 1853 and 1857, killed 
twenty-eight persons with poison, bo- 
sides making several unsuccessful at 
tempts. In none of lier murders wa; 
cause alleged or discovered, though un- 
doubtedly the pleasure derived from the 
perpetration of crime wns the chiel 
factor. 
Her victims wero her masters 


and mistresses, her fellow servants, hei 
friends, and several HUES, for whom ic 
their last moments she displayed the 
utmost tenderness and care. 
Tho plea 


of monomania was set up iu her defense, 
but no evidence was brought forward by 
her counsel, savo tho apparent want ol 
motive for her crimes. It was showu 
however, that she had begun her earoci 
of crime when only seventeen years old, 
by attempting to poison her confessor ; 
that she had, while perpetrating hei 
wholesale murders, affected the greatest 
piety, and was for a time au inmate of n 
convent; that she had committed over 
thirty thefts; that she had maliciously 
cut and burned various articles of cloth- 
ing placed in her charge ; that when 
asked why she stole things that wore of 
no use to her, she had replied, "I always 
steal when I am angry;" that she was 
subject to alternate periods of great 
mental depression, and excessive and 
unreasonable gaiety; that she was af- 
fected with pains in the head and vertigo ; 
that when she was angry she vomited 
blood ; and that, while in prison await- 
ing trial, she was constantly laughing 
and joking about indifferent subjects. 
3ho was found guilty, and on being 
asked if she had anything to say why 
sentence of death should not bo passed', 
made an answer so much, liko one given 
more recently by another criminal that I 
give it hero : "No, your Honor; I am 
innocent, I am resigned to all that may 
bappon. I would rather clio innocent 
than live guilty. You have judged mo, 
but God will -judge you." 
Her last 


words on tho scaffold wero directed to 
accusing a woman as her instigator and 
accomplice, whose name was not even 
mentioned during tho trial, and who, 
upon inquiry, was found to bo an old 
paralytic whoso life had been of the 
most exemplary character. 


Tho most noted case of similar char- 


acter occurring in this country is that of 
Jesse Pomoroy, tho boy torturer and 
mnderer of Massachusetts. 
The plea of 


insanity here was of some avail, for his 
sentence of death was commuted to im- 
prisonment for life. 
These cases are 


sufficient to illustrate the nature of the 
relations of reasoning mania to crime.—

Flax. * 


Soiuo months ago we published an 


article upon the growing of flax for 
liber, and it was and is asubject-of con- 
siderable importance. 
But it receives 


but comparatively little attention, for 
there is a very prevalent disposition to 
shirk the labor necessary to produce an 
article that manufacturers can use. 
To do this requires a greater degree ot 
care and the adoption of more thorough 
methods than the majority of the fann- 
or.-i seem willing to give or adopt. The 
production, of seed alone appears to be 
sulliciont to satisfy the most of those 
who grow the crop. In the article we 
published, and to which we have re- 
ferred, it may bo remembered that 
mention was made of the fact tliat at 
ono time a company of eastern capital- 
ists erected a Jinx mill in a section of 
tho West in which there was lifty thous- 
and acres annually uuilur llax, but that 
tho enterprise had to be abandoned. 
Now to o.'ie who is inexperienced, it 
would be supposed thai such a section 
would guarantee the success of a flax 
mill. There was tlie mill and there was 
tho llax. Yet the undertaking was a 
failure. 
And why? Because the farm- 


ers of that section would not grow flax 
for the fiber. 
The company said the 


farmers would neither pull the llux, 
keep tho straw straight or treat it as if 
deserved—that they seemed to be con- 
tent lo raiso flax for the seed only. 
.In 


thus doing, or rather in thus not doinfir, 
tho farmers of this section certainly did 
not act in accordance with their own 
interests. 
One of the great drawbacks 


to the cultivation of llax for the liber, 
is the want of market in many sections. 
The business of manufacturing, which 
at one lime assumed considerable pro- 
portions, has 
declined, 
as is well 


known, and a market for tho liber is not 
always accessible. But in this in.stanco 
the market was brought to the very 
door of tho llax grower, and it is near- 
ly 
unaccountable that he did not 


tako advantage of it. It is estimated 
that tho neglect to grow flax for the 
liber upon the one million of acres do 
voted to the crop in this country, en- 
tails an aggregate loss of about twutity- 
fivo millions of dollars, a sum, as will 
bo admitted, of suil'miont importance 
to attract attention to tho subject of llax 
growing for the fiber. 
Tho time is 


coming when we shall not be satisfied 
to suffer this annual waste, and in the 
meantime, the inquiries which fre- 
quently come to us, in reference to flax 
growing for seed, arc noted with inter- 
est, because they indicate that there is an 
increasing interest in llax culture and 
that beginners are getting themselves in- 
to a pathway that will sooner or later 
lead to handsome rewards. After awhile, 
in this groat fertile West, where crops 
grow so luxuriantly, with a minimum 
of care and labor, we shall learu lo 
economize by a more thorough system 
in the growing of all crops. 
Now wo 


are wasteful. 
We spread out over to 


many acres, and lose tho interest upon 
Die value of a great deal of our land, in 
that we do not force our farms to yield 
more. 
Gradually there is a reform' 


progressing in this direction. It is true 
tho progress is very slow, and thorough 
reform will probably never bo estab- 
lished, .while there is'so much land that 
wo can almost have if we will simply 
occupy it. But the American farming 
population is too intelligent to permit 
reckless waste to go on, even if there 
arc strong temptations to do so, with- 
out a steadily increasing odor': lo chock 
it; and as a part of this clVort, the con- 
version of llax liber into value, will- 
come. 
If the llux growers of the coun- 


try will make it a point to produce liber 
that is lit for the mills, tho mil-swill not 
IK; loi^g wanting. 


Klax needs a good soil and a dry one. 


If it is naturally inclined to be wet it. is 
folly to attempt to grow llax upon it, 
without lirst .thoroughly ih'aiiiing it. 
Usually a good whiatsoil is good llax. 
soil. It is MI exhausting crop, and tho 
soil ought to be now lo it. The ground 


j should, bo thoroughly prepared, and the 


sowing done in the spring as soon as 
tho soil is reasonably thy and warm. 
The quantity of seed will dill'or accord- 
ing to the purpose for which Ihe crop is 
grown. If the production of seed is tho 
object, about a half or throe-quarters 
of a bushel to the acre can be used; if 
the fiber is wanted, about a bushel and 
a half. When a small quantity of scud 
is used, tho plants send out large 
branches, which will produce many 
seed-bolls, but the fiber will not bo very 
good. But when a larger quantity of 
seed is used, a larger number of plants, 
of course, are produced, the plants grow 
straight and tall, and produce . a good 
quality of fiber, but not much seed.— 
Western Rural.

USEFUL HINTS. 


It may seem at first ridiculous to pre- 


tend to teach grown people how to walk 
as though they had not learned this in 
infancy. 
But we are willing to venture 


the assertion, that not one person in 
twenty knows how to walk well. How 
few people there are who do not feel 
slightly embarrassed when obliged to 
walk across a large room in which are 
many persons seated so as to observe 
well each movement! How many pub- 
lic speakers there are who appear well 
upon the platform so long as they re- 
main standing still, or nearly so, but 
who become almost ridiculous as soon 
U3 they attempt to walk about. 
Good 


walkers are scarce. As we step along 
the street, we are often looking out for 
good walkers, and we find them very 
seldom. What is good walking? 
We 


answer, eas)', graceful, natural walking. 
Nearly all the good walkers there are 
will be found among gentlemen, since 
fashion insists on so trammeling a wom- 
an that she cannot walk well, can scarce- 
ly make a natural movement, in fact. 
To walk naturally, requires the harmo- 
nious action of nearly every muscle in 
tho body. 
A good walker walks all 


over; not with a universal swing and 
swagger, as though each bone was a 
pendulum with its own separate hang- 
ing, but easy, gracefully. 
Not only tho 


muscles of the lower limbs, but those of 
tho trunk, even of the neck, as well as 
those of the arms, are all called into ac- 
tion as natural walking. 
A person who 


keeps his trunk and upper extremities 
rigid while walking, gives one the im- 
pression of an automaton with pedal 
extremities set on hinges. 
Nothing 


could be more ungraceful than the minc- 
ing, wriggling gait which the majority 
of young ladies exhibit in their walk. 
They are scarcely to be held responsi- 
ble, however, since fashion requires 
them to dress themselves in such a way 
as to make it impossible to walk other- 
wise than awkwardly and unnaturally. 


We cannot attempt to describe tho 


numerous varieties of unnatural gaits, 
and will leave the subject with a few 
suggestions about correct walkino-. 


1. Hold the head erect, with the 


shoulders 
drawn back and the chin 


drawn in. Nothing looks more awkward 
and disagreeable than a person walking 
with the head thrown back and the nose 
and chin elevated. 


2. Slop lightly and with elasticity— 


not with a teetering gait—setting the 
foot down squarely upon the walk and 
raising it sufficiently high to clear the 
walk in swinging it forward. A shuf- 
fling gait denotes a shiftless character. 
But uo not go to the other extreme, 
stopping along like a horse with "string 
halt." 
A person with a firm, light, 


elastic gait, will walk much farther 
without weariness than one who shuf- 
fles along. 
A kind of measured tread 


or rhythm in the walk also seems to add 
to the power of endurance, although, 
for persons who have long distances to 
travel, an occasional change in the time 
will be advantageous. 


3. In walking, do not attempt to keep 


any part of the body rigid, hut leave all 
free to adapt themselves to the varying 
circumstances which a constant change 
of position occasions. The arms natur- 
ally swing gently, but not violently. 
The object of this is to maintain tho 
balance of the body, as also by the gen- 
tle swinging motion to aid in propell- 
ing the body along. 


Correct walking shouhl.be cultivated. 


It ought to be taught along with arts 
and sciences. In our military schools 
it is taught; bi;t these schools can be at 
tended by but few. 
Invalids, especial- 


ly, .should take great pains to learn to 
walk well, as by .so doing they will gain 
more than double the amount of benefit 
thcy..will otherwise derive from tho ex- 
ercise.— Home Hand-Booh.

MANY persons like rare, or as our En-

It has the advantage of greater 
digestibility, but the drawback, that 
tho eggs of tapeworms, trichina) and 
such like unwelcome guests may lurk 
in vigorous life in it. Even a more se- 
rious danger has lately been pointed 
out by Dr. Toussaint, of Paris. He 
thinks that the poison wliich produces 
consumption and scrofula is thus intro- 
duced into the system. The raw flesh, 
of tuberculous animals, he avers, can 
communicate the disease, and, as such 
animals are far from imcommon, he 
recommends that all meat be subjected 
to a temperature of at least 160 degrees 
throughout before being oaten, 


PBESEHVINO Funs.— Wo have heard 


old-time housekeepers talk about "air- 
ing " things in order to prevent their 
being moth oaten, but we have found 
the reverse of this to'bo bettor. As soon 
as furs, woolens, etc., are laid aside, put 
them where tho moth millers cannot get 
access to them to deposit their eggs, and 
they are safe I'rom their ravages. 
Dur- 


ing the summer months we keep a fox 
carriage robe by rolling it up and slip- 
ping it into n thick paper flour-sack, and 
pasting paper over-the entrance—putting 
it up early, before any millers aro flying. 
Dealers in furs pasto paper around where 
the corners flt on the boxes, making 
them almost airtight, and keeping- them 
safely from all injury from moths,—

No Howerfor a long time lias become 


so popular and so personal as the sun- 
flower. It has climbed into our favor 
and taken possession of our homos, out- 
garden and our dress, and is every- 
where the sentinel of art and fashion— 
and of right, fot- it is not only a decora- 
tive and useful flower, but bears a good 
religious character, being as a Christian 
flower dedicated to St. Bartholomew, 
St. Louis (King) and St. Antradis, and, 
as a pagan emblem, the sacred flower of 
the ancient Peruvians, who were wor- 
shipers of the sun. 


Its resemblance to the god of day and 


its supposed homage to the rising sun 
made it their emblem of faith, and on 
this account it was greatly used in thoir 
religious ceremonies, and tho virgins 
who officiated in the temple of tho sua 
were crowned with sunflowers made of 
pure gold, and carried them in their 
hand, and fastened their robes with 
thorn. 
- • 


In Persia and other lands of tho East 


tho sunflower is tho emblem of constan- 
cy in love, and there are many poetical 
allusions iu Eastern literature to tho 
flower that always turns its face toward 
the sun. 


The first mention we have of it in En- 


gland vs from Gerard, in 159G, when he 
tells us that in iiis garden he had one 
that has grown to the height of 14 foot, 
which produces flowers measuring 1(5 
inches over. In Spain and Mexico they 
grow to the height of 20 feet, some of 
the flowers measuring four feet in diam- 
eter, and a single flower producing 2,802 
seeds. 


Botanical authorities say that there 


are nearly fifty species. Among those 
which are best known are the tall sun- 
flower of Peru and Mexico, tho peren- 
nial, a native of Virginia, and the .dwarf 
sunflower, brought as late as 1878 from 
Egypt. 


Tlio seeds, when peeled, taste like 


sweot almond. They make an excellent 
broad of them in Portugal, and dtiring 
the late war, in the Southern States, 
they were-substituted for coffee in many 
a frontier cabin. They are good t'ooci 
for poultry, and the oil pressed from 
them is 1'requently used in place of 
olive oil for salads; it can also be burned 
in the lamp, and is splendid for soap 
making. 


The stems and flowers when burned 


produce a good potash, and many a 
housewife in Texas has superintended 
the burning of sunflowers to obtain the 
potash for her week's baking with as 
much care as she did the baking itself. 


In Texas the sunflower pulled at sun- 


down with a wish is sure to bring the 
wish true before tho next sunset (so the 
Indian says), and no true Texan will 
have a garden without at least one of 
these "mimic suns" in it. To dream 
of thorn signifies that you will have your 
pride wounded; and a negro, if he has 
this dream, will never rest until he has 
pulled a sunllower to counteract the 
omen. And iu some parts of the South 
a negro will not let you bring into the 
house a suuflower that'has be'eu pulled 
before it is perfect or one that is in any 
way broken.—harper's Weekly.
